Colonel McCormick 
Burn ed By UBC 

Effigy Ignited By Copies Of 
His Chicago Herald Tribune 

Vancouver, November 30 — (CUP) — An orderly crowd of three hundred cheer- 
ing students hanged and burned Colonel Burtie McCormick, in effigy, at the University 
of British Columbia late Sunday night. 

The demonstrating students protested against the smear tactics, which editor and 
publisher McCormick and his Chicago Tribune have been employing against the Canadian 
Minister for External Affairs, lester B. Pearson. Placing a medal and a card reading, 
"Order of Lenin for Herr McCormick," on the effigy, the students hung McCormick's re- 
plica on a gallows and set it ablaze, along with burning copies of the Chicago Daily Tribu- 
ne. At the same time they chanted, "Don't molest Lester" and "Pearson isn't pinko."

Tho 
effigy of McCormick was stuffed 
with copies of tho pro-McCarthy 
Chicago Dally Tribune, which re- 
cently carried an editorial charg- 
ing Pearson with "Pinkolsm". 

Copies of the Tribune wore 
thrown on tho fire. Tho demon- 
stration included the loudly cheer- 
ed reading of a telegram, sent 
to McCormick, after the burning. 
Over tho week-end a number of 
students bought every available 
copy of tho Tribune, following 
rumors that the effigy burning 
would take placo Sunday night. 
Tho solo Tribune distributor snld 
that every available copy had dis- 
appeared from all Vnncouvcr 
newstands by Saturday. Most cam- 
pus clubs were represented at the 
burning. 

Tho telegram sent to McCor- 
mick Sunday night protested 
"against the efforts of McCormick 
to brand Canadians as tending 
toward Communism when they 
disapproved of some of the actions 
of men like Senator McCarthy and 
Jennor." The Chicago Tribune 
charges of "Pinkolsm" followed 
the Canadian refusal to have Igor 
Gouzenko testify before tho Sen- 
ate Sub-Commltteo on Internal 
Security. - ■ -

Documentary On 
McGill Filmed 
For First Time 

A colored movie on tho acad- 
emic aspect of college 1 If n at Mc- 
(iill is now being made. First of 
lis kind, it is a documentary film 
oil Iho meaning of the university, 
lis constitution how It functions, 
and its relation to, and effect on, 
tho community. 

This production will cover nil 
Hie departments of the university, 
featuring the work which Is cur- 
rently going on In that depart- 
ment. 

Tills film will falso contain a 
brief history, showing such fam- 
ous persons as Sir William Ruth- 
erford and t lie work he did while 
at McGlll, and the buildings 
which have been endowed to Mc- 
Glll by its great benefactors. 

As far as is known this film 
Is the first of Us kind to bo 
produced. It Is an educational 
project in Itself whereas previous 
university films have been prim- 
arily for publicity purposes. This 
film will bo shown In Canadlnn 
and American universities and to 
graduate groups. 

Stephen Greenlees, who obtain- 
ed his M.A. in economics from 
McGlll in 1033, Is the producer 
and has also written the script. 
The movie, a year and a ball in 
the making, has almost been 
completed and will be released 
for public showing in January. 



Tho Quebec Government was 
not justified In refusing federal 
grants to education. This sido of 
the argument ns presented by Art 
Leznotf and Dave Frame of the 
Medical Faculty won the nod of 
Judge Mary Gameroff at the 
fourth luterfaculty <lebato of the 
year, held yestorday in the Union. 

Arts, represented by Bloma 
Solomon nnd Philip Shaposnlck. 
uphold the affirmative of the 
topic Which was "Resolved that 
the Quebec Government was Just- 
ified in refusing federal grants 
to education". 

Shaposnlck, speaking first for 
tho affirmative, defined the res- 
olution and stated that Quebec 
was both legally and morally 
Justified in refusing the grant. 
The religion and culture of our 
province, ho stated, is unique, 
It Is vital for the government of 
Quebec to retain control of Its 
education In order that its relig- 
ion nnd culture he preserved. 

In conclusion Shnposnick stated 
that the BNA Act gives provincial 
control of education. Therefore 
it is not the matter of the federal 
government to intervene.

Rom Landau 
Depicts Life 
In Morocco 

On Thursday, The Institute or 
Islamic Studies played host lo 
Horn Landau, a well-known auth- 
or on Moroccan life. In the morn- 
ing, Mr. Landau gave a public 
lecture In which he described the 
Moroccan stltuatlon as ho saw It. 
First ,he painted a picture of the 
beautiful countryside and the 
modern cities; Fez lias been de- 
scribed as the most beautiful city 
in the, world, uusurpassed even 
by Pokln. 

It was poluted out that al- 
though the Moroccan people were 
quiet nnd peaceful before 1051, 
their placid attltudo towards life 
was becoming changed sinco the 
French authorities Interfered 
with their nationalistic feelings. 
Consequently a considerable num- 
ber of people embrace Commun- 
ism us the only hope. 

Morocco is an Independent 
country bound to France by the 
treaty of 1012; in Mr. Landau's 
opinion, tikis treaty bus been con- 
sistently violated by France. 

The willingness of the United 
States to support the Moroccan 
case in the UN is precluded by 
the need of the US. 

In the afternoon, Mr. Lunduu 
continued his discussions with 
members of the Islnmlc Institute 
along similar lin™. 



Dave Frame, speaking first for 
the negutlve, questioned tho af- 
firmative's statement about Du- 
plessls having the moral right to 
refuse tho grant. Quebec, he 
stated, is n distinct part of Can- 
ada, and as a part of Cunnda. 
should not bo treated nny dif- 
ferently to nny other province. 

McGill University, he went on. 
has a moral obligation not only 
to the province of Quebec, but 
also to all parts of tho world 
from whero Its students come. 
It Is a trainer of the world lead- 
ers ami should It fall back on its 
job It will hurt not only Quebec. 
Tho grant will bo of assistance to 
McGlll; it should be accepted. 

Refusing the federal grant to 
education, Frame concluded. Is 
the means to the end. The mu'inr. 
tire hurting the people of Quebec; 
It is lowering the standards of 
education In tho province. 

Dlemn Solomon, speaking sec- 
ond for the affirmative, snld that 
since Quebec hns Its own special 
political institutions, culture, nnd 
religion. It should have control of 
Its educational policy In order to 
continue Its ways. The fathers of 
Confederation, she went on, re- 
cognized Quebec's dlfferentlallty. 
and so made education a prov- 
incial policy. 

.Sufficient fields of taxation 
should be granted to the prov- 
incial governments to allow them 
to control education as Ihcy so 
desire, Miss Solomon concluded. 

Art Lcznoff, second speaker for 
the negative, opened his speech 
with a résiliation of nu original 
poem entitled "Ode to a Speaker 
who must Uphold the Affirmative 
of tho Resolution 'Resolved that 
the Quebec Government Is just- 
ified in refusing federal grants to 
education' ". This ho dedicated to 
the affirmative team. 

Examining the end which the 
ncgatlvo stated refusing the grant 
is lending to Leznoff stated that 
Duplessls is using the refusal to 
accept the grant as a club over 
the Federal Government's head to 
get more fields from which to 
derive tax money. This money, he 
went on, would be used to fur- 
ther the power of Mr. Duplessls 
and his collègues. Willi more mo- 
ney and more power Duplessls 
would then have more ways In 
which to spreud his Influence in 
our lives. Therefore. Leznoff con- 
cluded, the ends tire unjustifiable, 
selfish and not directed toward/', 
the good of the people of the 
Province of Quebec. 

In delivering the affirmative 
rebuttal Philip Shaposnlck point- 
ed out that the negative felt a 
personal hatred for .Mr. Dupleasiï 
and that while telling of hi* 
power they had failed to illust- 
rate ii with one single polnl.

Downes Addresses 
500 a t M oyse Hall 

Lecture Series Continued On 
Critic, Artist and Public .

Over 500 music lovers filled Moyse Hall last liipht to hear Olin Downes, Dean of 
American Music Critics speak on "The Critic, tho Artist and the Public." Dr. F. Cyril 
James introduced Mr. Downes and expressed his thanks to Miss Ellen Ballon 1 and Julius 
Block through whose efforts Mr. Downes had been brought to speak at McGill. 

Mr. Downes, senior music critic of the New York Times since 1924, thanked tho 
nudience for the honour of being invited to speak at the Univ*<3ity. He then began hia 
talk with his conception of The Critic. 

"The critic is regarded by some," said Mr. Downes, as a parasite who lives on the 
labours of the hard-working musicians." "Why critics at all?" ask others. There are those, 
he continued, who regard the critic as a judge who must render his decision to both tho 
artist and the audience. ' 

But the real purpose of the critic, Mr. Downes feels, is as an educator. "We critics 
are lovers and students of our chosen art. "We want more critics of the critics; we want 
people to disagree, for individuality of opinion is the essence of criticism. 



As for those who denounce the 
critic because ho cannot do that 
which ho Is so ready to criticise, 
Mr. Downes died the old adage, 
"It is not necessary to be able 
lo lay an egg In order to sample 
an omelet.'' He summed up .say- 
ing, "The work of tho critic Is 
not only analysis, but synthesis 
. . . not negation, but carefully 
considered affirmation." 

When speaking of the Artist, 
Mr. Downes remarked, "If I were 
an artist I should hate all the 
critics who disagree with me." 
He recounted several amusing ex- 
periences which ho had had with 
certain temperamental artists. 

"Every artist must be a critic 
of the first rank. Without that 
he may never rise to the greatest 
heights." He expressed the oplu-

Investigation 

Vancouver — (OUI») — In a 
recent talk given nt University of 
Ilritlsh Columbia', Ron Gostick, 
calling himself president of the 
Canadian Anti-Communist Asso- 
ciation, advocated thai Hie feder- 
al government establish an "nit- 
Canadian Activities Commission" 
ly Investigate Communism In Ca- 
nada. 

He suggested that such nn or- 
ganization should bo patterned 
along the lines of the un-Ameri- 
can A <; H v 'ti<'s Commission oper- 
ating in the U.S. 

No Witch Hunt 
"Communists have penetrated 
every field of Canndlan life," he 
said, and charged that "secret 
Red cells" aro in Canadian uni- 
versities and churches as well as 
labor groups. "The Investigations 
of the committee should be car- 
ried out In a dignified and con- 
servative manner, not like a 
witch-hunt." 

Mr. Gostick is publisher and 
editor of the Canadlnn Intelli- 
gence Service, a small publication 
primed in Flesberlon, Out. The 
publication Is "dedicated lo the 
preservation and strengthening 
of the Christian Way of Life and 
tin- exposure and defeat of Marx 
Ism."

Clean Hands vs. Closed Mouths 



•fhe recent summniiinj; of Mr. Harry Tritmnn, 
prhate citizen nf Indépendance, Missouri, U.S.A., 
to appear before a congresslonnl committee to 
answer that ho had knowingly harboured com- 
munist Bpies while he wns president, seemed to 
many people Just about the last strnw. Wo 
thought so too, until wo heard Mr. Truman's 
great speech to tho American people. Ill his 
«posé and condemnation of Mr. Itrowncll, nnd 
even more of McCnrtbyiKin, he has shown It was 
not tho last anything, but just the beginning of 
a new. period In which the leadership of the 
' freedom-loving segment of the American popula- 
tion has begun to re-assert Itself 7 

Especially because of the implications of 
Mr. Truman's speech, and the subsequent rcaliza- 

; ' tion by the American public or the more im- 
minent dangers nf these Investigations, do we 

• feel that the time has route for both a re-evalua- 
tion or what has happened In the Stater, and 
also the beginning of an offensive by American 
liberals to protect their freedoms. 

The situation In the States until now has 
forced' the r.lncere ex-communist, tho honest 
united-fronter. and the Amerlcnn liberal, to rr>- 
'•'maln nn tho defensive and to retreat as slowly 
r as possible, when appearing before the commit- 
tee. They have done this In two ways: first, by 
claiming the right In remain silent, because of 
the privilege of tho first amendment (which 
guarantees the right of free speech, free pre-s 
and free assembly.!, and secondly, by tho fifth 
amendment ("no witness... shall bo compelled 
in any criminal case to be a witness ngainst 
himself").' 

Since 13 49, however, the Supreme Court 
ruled that tho use of the right nmendmcnt is Hot 
sufficient to maintain silence when questioned 
by a congressional committee, but that tho in- 
vocation nf tho fifth amendment woould be per- 
. fectly justified. Tho so-called "hostile" witnesses 
have been using this defence constantly since 
then. 

We must now ask ourselves, then, if their 
silence Is really defending civil liberties; if tho 
use of tho fifth amendment. Is really showing 
(as some maintain) that tho witness is de- 
monstrating his protest ngainst the committee; 
. if silence Is really protecting the witness liitnseir. 
Unfortunately, wo feel that It has not been 
doing any of these things. 



Although, slrktly legally speaking, the lue 
nf the fifth amendment does not in nny way 
mean nn r.dtnjsslon of guilt, ns Professors Chat- 
fee and Sutherland raid, "...the fact that bo 
(the witness) feels it necessary to refuse Inform- 
ation to a government, agency on the ground 
that It will Incriminate him inevitably casts a 
shadow of doubt on his reputation". 

That is the real point: no punishment by due 
process of law is being dealt out by Congress, 
only punishment at the merciless hands of public 
opinion — but It is in the realm of public opinion 
that the use of the fifth nmendmcnt Is seen as 
nothing hut a cloaking of communist activities 
in the guise of nn nppcal to civil liberties. 

H would appear, then that whether they 
answer the questions or not, they aro licked 
before they start. Dut that is not the full answer. 

■\Vo would suggest that a policy of "clean 
bniuls" is lite only honest one for the non-com- 
muiilst who really wishes to defend the tradition- 
al freedoms of America, lo show his contempt 
for the inquisition, and to build a free society. 
In a political climate where the very thought of 
communism is anathema, the only way to defend 
such nnit-cnhimunist values is to stand up nnd 
he counted. 

As ono writer put It, "The cause nr freedom 
is best served not by Mlenco hut by free speech. 
Witnesses sliotilil answer the questions about 
their organisât lonnl memberships or actions, and 
ihen defend their current political position before 
the committee and thus hcroro public opinion." 
Such action, wo feel. Is not a defence, but an 
attack. An attack that will eventually clear away 
the public fear of communists under every libra- 
ry desk, and radicals In every pulpit. 

Idealistic, you say ? No ! Because t he ''clean 
hands" technique lias been used (notably by the 
trustees of Smith College, Sarah Lawrence, and 
M.I.T.) with great success and much discomfiture 
to the committee. 

Silence can nnly lead In the eventual sup- 
pression of all liberal and democratic activity by 
the extreme right wing. Full and free speech 
can recreate tho America that used to bo the 
dream of the world, whero freedom used to ho 
In the air thnl you breathed and served to nour- 
ish the aspirations of all mankind — an America 
that Mr. Truman proved was not dead.

French Canadian Education 



Dcnr Sir : 

In his article of Monday, November 17, Mr. 
Brian Goodwin criticized the educutlonul sys- 
terns lu the Province of Quebec. My nrllcle will 
confino ltaolf to tbo Catholic system upon which 
ho ntnni|icd bis disapproval. IIIh view seems to 
me lo bo partly justified. 

IIo claims that Catholic education lu this 
province Ik uuthoritnr'iuu, dogmatic In Its train- 
ing, that It does not develop lu Its students the 
Ability to think clearly of nny Issue of contro- 
versy. 

IIo has to come to this conclusion cither by 
Investigating the system itself or its effects, j 
If It is the system that be has investigated,' 
then ho Is merely expressing un opinion deduced 
from his own conception of what cducutiuii 
should be. Such opinions may be easily debated. 

If its offects wore the object of bis study, — 
as Is most likely thu case — it would bo easier 
for any one to agree with Mr. Goodwin, 

Bo far as I know, I, myself, have mingled 
extensively with nil clnsses of Trench Canadian 
society. For the greater part, its people are 
not too well educated. Often, faced with intri- 
cate controversial problems, French Canadians 
aro contused. In religions questions, und more 
especially In cnsulstics — tlio Justification of 
moral actions — they will tend towards a cer- 
tain narrowness. Hcsldes the Frenchman is by 
nature bullhcaded. 

Howovcr lot Mr. Goodwin enter Into an ar- 
gument with an educated French Canadian con- 
vinced of his rights an dof the rights of others. 
I am quite certain that Mr. Goodwin would 
have to doubt his former opinions. 

It Is not a solid argument to mulntuln that 
becauso n minority group holds certain basic 
ideas, its scope of thought is stilted and one- 
track minded. Minority groups must always bo 
strongly convinced if they wish to perpetuate 
themselves and not bo engulfed by majority 
groups of totally différent traditions. However 
It Is unfortunate that minority groups will often 
become' unreasonable in their desire to protect 
themselves, nut this Is a common trnlt of theso 



groups. 

And, I may add that the younger French 
Canadians are much moro coubcIous of (he fact 
that efforts must bo made not to heebme ex- 
tremists. 

I do not at nil agree with Mr. Goodwin on 
the fact that tho people become HlnioBt fanatics 
because of the way In which religion Is taught 
In tbo schools. 

/• 

Up tu a fow years ago tho majority of 
French Canadian titudonls novor pussed ninth 
grudo which w-us tho last year of primary school 
In that system. Tlioro were muny reasons for 
this. The principal and obvious reason was the 
lack of finance. Tlio laljour class is almost com- 
pletely composed of French Canadians in Que- 
bec. And as wo know tho remuneration of la- 
bour in tho world has never boon too praise- 
worthy. The result was that Fronch Canadian 
families with many children could not afford 
extensive éducation or oven worse, their chil- 
dren had to work to keep the family on Its feet. 

Thus after a few years of schooling tho boy 
had to face tho world with very sunnt know- 
ledge to direct himself. IIo bad studied religion 
in a rather dogmatic way and In llfo he acted 
according to this dogmatism, very often not un- 
derstanding what religion was. 

Tho system could scarcely alter Its method. 
You can't Btnrt teaching theology to ton year 
old youngsters. 

However the economic status of tho French 
Canadian has Improved greatly over tho years. 
He has been able to give a moro adequate edu- 
cation to his children. And, I dare Bay, the re- 
sults aro being strougly foil in this province, t 
nm convinced that very many of my French 
'Canadian friends could uphold strong opinions 
with students of Kngilsh spcuklng universities. 

By the way, they don't nny more emphaslzo 
only Greok, Lntin, history and philosophy in 
the Classical colleges, although tho courses re- 
main for the greater part compusory. This muet 
bo known nnco and for all.
